HURRICANE 
GLORIA

On  Wednesday.  September  25.  1985.  the  possiblity  of  Hurri- 
cane Gloria  delivering  her  wrath  to  Massachusetts  was  being 
debated  by  meterologists  throughout  the  New  England  area. 
She  was  still  at  sea  and  gaining  in  strength.  Should  she  come 
ashore,  substantial  damage  and  hazardous  conditions  would 
result.  News  Bulletins  were  posted  often  and  the  atmosphere 
was  one  of  growing  concern.  Thursday  morning  came  and 
went  with  little  increase  in  an  expected  course  for  Gloria,  as 
did  Thursday  afternoon.  It  was  not  until  the  eve  of  September 
26.  that  the  dark  clouds  of  realization  began  to  hang  over  the 
heads  of  meterologists.  Gloria  would  assume  one  of  three 
courses.  The  third  would  leave  Massachusetts  in  the  center  of 
her  path.  Hurricane  warnings  flashed  across  television  screens 
and  radio  airways.  Friday  morning  came  in  with  the  fog. 
warnings  from  the  previous  evening  turned  to  declarations. 
Gloria,  the  architect  of  disaster,  had  begun  her  doom  in  the 
Boston  area.  Radio  and  television  bulletins  announced  school 
closings,  advised  securing  fly-away  objects,  saving  water  and 
enacting  previously  discussed  precautionary  measures.  In  the 
early  dawn  hours  of  September  27.  Governor  Michael  Dukakis 
declared  a  State  of  Emergency  for  Massachusetts.  Emergency 
shelters  were  set  up  and  coastline  evacuations  encouraged. 
Gloria  came  with  forceful  winds,  rain  and  some  flooding.  Many 
trees  were  sent  to  their  death,  murdered  by  her  high  winds. 
Waiting  endlessly  indoors  for  the  oncoming  gales  and  destruc- 
tion proved  rather  fruitless.  It  seemed  that  Mother  Nature  and 
her  wrath  had  tricked  us  again.  Gloria  was  done  and  over  with 
in  a  matter  of  hours.  She  took  along  time  getting  here,  giving 
us  a  full  two  days  with  which  to  grow  concerned.  She  did  leave 
memories  behing  her,  for  some  a  tree,  for  some  lack  of  elec- 
tricity, while  others,  well  let's  just  say  memories. 
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Bob  Keeshan,  well  known  for  his 
role  as  "Captain  Kangaroo."  lec- 
tured on  "Growing  Up  In  America: 
The  Effects  of  Television  on  Amer- 
ica's Youth"  on  Tuesday,  Decem- 
ber 10. 

Mr.  Keeshan's  TV  career  began 
when  he  worked  as  a  network 
page  in  New  York.  He  left  his  job 
to  join  the  Marines  during  World 
War  II,  and  after  being  discharged 
he  returned  to  his  page-boy  job 
and  met  Bob  Smith  of  "Howdy 
Doody"  fame.  Smith  hired  Kee- 
shan as  an  assistant,  and  from  that 
evolved  Keeshan's  first  TV  role, 
Clarabelle  the  Clown.  After  five 
years  Keeshan  left  for  "Time  For 
Fun"  and  a  new  character.  Corny 
the  Clown.  A  year  later,  in  1954.  he 
created  and  played  Tinker  the 
Toymaker  on  "Tinker's 
Workshop." 

In  1955  Keeshan  created  Captain 
Kangaroo,  the  character  for  which 
he  is  most  famous.  The  show  ran 
for  30  years,  making  it  the  longest 
running  children's  show  on  net- 
work television. 

Since  then  Keehsan  Associates 
have  produced  numerous  TV  and 
radio  shows,  the  most  recent  be- 
ing "CBS  Storybreak,"  which  pre- 
sents original  adaptions  of  litera- 
ture for  young  children.  Kesshan 
and  his  programs  have  been  hon- 
ored innumerable  times,  including 
the  bestowing  of  several  Emmy 
and  Gabriel  Awards.  Keeshan  was 
named  Broadcaster  of  the  Year  by 
International  Radio  and  Television 
Society  in  1979.  He  was  named  the 
1980  Television  Father  of  the  Year. 
Keeshan  has  been  presented  with 
honorary  degrees  from  13  colleges.

Salem  State  PIRG  has  aslo  been 
raising  money  to  eradicate 
hunger.  The  Hunger  Project  is 
a  year  long  project  which  is  in- 
tended to  help  local  communi- 
ties find  aid  for  the  hungry. 
Salem  State  PIRG's  most  cur- 
rent project  is  a  small  claims 
hotline  where  consumers  can 
get  information  on  legal  issues.

The  Reverend  Jesse  L.  Jackson  delivered  the  final  lec- 
ture of  the  1985-86  Salem  State  College  Lecture  Series 
on  April  2  at  8  p.m.  in  the  O'Keefe  Sports  Complex. 
Jeane  J.  Kirkpatrick,  former  U.S.  Ambassador  to  the 
United  Nations,  kicked  off  the  fourth  annual  program 
and  ABC  News  White  Correspondent  Sam  Donaldson 
followed  last  month. 

Born  on  October  8.  1941  in  Greenville,  South  Carolina, 
Jackson  earned  his  B.A.  in  sociology  and  economics  at 
North  Carolina  AST  State  University  (1964).  It  was  dur- 
ing his  college  years  that  Jackson  began  to  participate 
in  student  activist  movements.  He  continued  his  stud- 
ies at  the  Chicago  Theological  Seminary  and  was  or- 
dained a  Baptist  minister  in  1968. 

A  protege  of  Martin  Luther  King,  Jr.,  Jesse  Jackson  first 
attracted  national  attention  through  his  work  with  the 
Southern  Christian  Leadership  Conference  (SCLC). 
Jackson  left  the  SCLC  to  found  his  own  Operation  PUSH 
—  People  United  to  Serve  Humanity.  His  "PUSH  For 
Excellence"  program  for  students  and  parents  is  seen 
as  one  of  the  nation's  most  successful  education  pro- 
jects, and  his  "PUSH  For  Economic  Justice"  endeavor 
resulted  in  multi-million  dollar  agreements  with  corpo- 
rations like  Coco-Cola,  Anheuser-Busch  and  Southland. 

Jackson  won  international  recognition  in  November, 
1983  when  he  begame  the  first  black  American  to  launch 
a  serious  campaign  for  the  Democratic  Party's  presi- 
dential nomination.  He  was  represented  at  the  National 
Convention  by  465  delegates  and  61  congressional 
districts. 

Although  he  was  defeated,  he  did,  via  his  campaign, 
organize  a  powerful  voting  force.  The  Rainbow  Coali- 
tion. He  has  remained  in  the  headlines  by  successfully 
negotiating  different  foreign  policy  situations,  particu- 
larly his  work  with  the  Syrian  government.  His  ability  to 
deal  with  foreign  officials  has  gained  him  respect  of 
the  governments  and  citizens  alike.  In  1985  the  Gallup 
Poll  of  Americans  ranked  Jesse  Jackson  third  on  the  list 
of  the  ten  most  admired  men.

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Larry  Linville.  who  played  the  role  of  Major  Frank 
Burns,  spoke  on  the  television  production  of 
M*A*S*H  at  Salem  State  College  on  April  16. 

Linville,  born  in  Ojai,  California,  attended  the  Uni- 
versity of  Colorado  and  majored  in  Aeronautical 
Engineering.  His  interest,  however,  in  theatrical 
arts  began  in  high  school  and  continued  after  his 
graduation  from  college.  He  competed  for  openings 
with  the  Royal  Academy  of  Dramatic  Arts  in  London 
and  he  not  only  was  accepted  but  also  given  a 
scholarship. 

After  completing  his  training  in  London,  Linvlle  re- 
turned to  the  U.S.  to  join  the  A.P.A.,  a  classical 
repertory  company.  During  his  five  years  with  the 
company  he  appeared  with  the  Barter  Theater,  San 
Diego  Shakespeare  Festival,  McCarter  Theater  at 
Princeton  and  many  others. 

Linville  started  on  broadway  as  an  understudy  in 
"Inadmissable  Evidence"  and  later  went  on  to  make 
his  debut  in  Eugene  O'Neill's  "More  Stately  Man- 
sions starring  Ingrid  Bergman.  His  first  television 
exposure  was  on  an  episode  of  Judd  for  the  Defense 
and  followed  by  appearances  on  Mannix,  Bonanza, 
Mission  Impossible.  F.B.I,  and  the  motion  picture 
Kotch. 

Linville's  effectiveness  in  a  part  on  "Room  22."  led 
producer  Gene  Reynolds  to  offer  him  the  role  in 
M*A*S*H.  Even  though  there  was  network  resis 
tance  with  the  casting,  Linvlle  received  the  role  of 
Major  Frank  Burns  which  became  a  comedy  classic. 

Since  M*A*S*H.  Linville  has  appeared  in  the  Rock- 
ford  Files,  Fantasy  Island  and  in  the  starring  role  in 
the  feature  film  "School  Spirit."  He  also  received 
critical  acclaim  in  the  U.S.  and  Canada  in  the  Plays 
"A  Thousand  Clowns"  and  "Twice  Around."

Mathabane  lived  his  boyhood 
in  the  shantytown  of  Alexan- 
dra, 10  miles  away  from  Johan- 
nesburg where  he  struggled  to 
survive  the  physical  and  emo- 
tional torture  that  almost 
drove  him  to  suicide. 

Through  the  help  of  Arthur 
Ashe  and  Stan  Smith,  Matha- 
bane came  to  this  country  on  a 
tennis  scholarship  and  later 
published  Kaffir  Boy,  an  autobi- 
ography describing  his  ac- 
count of  growing  up  black  in 
his  country. 

Mr.  Mathabane  is  now  25  years 
old  and  resides  in  New  York 
City,  but  his  family  remains  in 
South  Africa.

SSC  rattled  off  23 
consecutive  victories,  finished  as 
MASCAC  co-champs  and  won  the 
NCAA  Northeast  Region  title  for 
the  third  straight  year.  The  Lady 
Vikings  were  ranked  No.  I  in  the 
nation  throughout  the  entire 
season. 

INDIVIDUAL  HONORS,  Senior 
guard  Evelyn  Oquendo  was  named 
Kodak  All-American  for  the  third 
straight  year  in  addition  to  being 
named  ECAC-New  England  Player 
of  the  Year.  Senior  forward  Mary- 
dolores  Rrown  was  the  first  SSC 
athlete  to  earn  Academic  All 
America  honors  when  she  was  se- 
lected by  the  College  Sports  Infor 
malion  Directors  of  America. 
Coach  Shea  was  chosen  NCAA  and 
New  England  Division  III  Coach  of 
the  Year.  Rrown  was  named  to  the 
All  MASCAC  first  team  while 
Oquendo  and  sophomore  Reth 
Kapnis  earned  second  team  hon- 
ors. Rrown  and  Oquendo  were  also 
All  New  England  first  team 
selection. 
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Despite  finishing  below  .500  again,  the  Lady  Vikings  sent  four  sv 
mers  to  the  New  England  Championships:  Wendy  Freeman.  Robin 
Downing.  Colleen  Honohan  and  Shelia  Flanagan. 
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The  35th  year  of  Salem  State  hockey  was  celebrated 
with  the  Vikings  being  selected  for  the  ECAC  playoffs 
for  the  13th  straight  season.  The  defending  ECAC 
East  Region  champions  bowed  out  in  the  quarterfi- 
nals losing  to  Norwich.  8-3.  SSC  also  failed  to  defend 
its  MASCAC  title  for  the  first  time  in  13  years  as 
North  Adams  State  became  the  conference's  new 
kingpin.  SSC's  winning  record  ( I  8-9)  marked  the  pro- 
gram's 24th  winning  season  in  its  quarter  century  of 
existence.

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The  Vikings  compiled  a  6-3  overall  record  and  fin- 
ished as  runners-up  in  the  MASCAC  at  6-1.  SSC. 
under  17-year  coach  Grant  Longley.  won  its  last  five 
matches.  Longley's  career  coaching  record  at  SSC 
stands  at  232  wins  and  58  defeats  after  the  1985  fall 
season.
